Washington, December 9.—A rail- 
road consolidation bill was introduced 
today by Chairman Winslow, of the 
house commerce committee. 

The bill would declare it the policy 
of congress to authorize and bring 
about the unification of the country’s 
railroads in a number of: strong and 
efficient systems. These would as far 
as practicable maintain existing routes 
and preserve competition. The prop- 
erties of the carriers in each system 
would ultimately be managed and op- 
erated and owned or controlled by a 
single corporation. 

Chairman Winslow said the bill is 
based solely upon the policy of author- 
izing yoluntary consolidation. Under 
its provisions if at the end of five years 
unification had not been effected, the 
interstate commerce commission would 
report to congress its suggestion for 
compulsory consolidation. 


The properties of consolidated car-. 


riers, under terms of the bill, might be 
brought under the management, opera- 
tion and ownership or control of a sin- 
gle corporation.

One of the final speakers at the 
closing session was Colonel] John T. 
Axton, head chaplain of the United 
States army, who presented to the 
council “the other side of prepared- 
ness.” 

The council] will meet again in 1925, 
but the meeting place was not de- 
termined Tuesday. It will be decided 
by the business committee, which will 
announce the convention city in a few 
weeks, 

“The main purpose of the army is 
to prevent war,” Colonel Axton as- 
serted. “‘We are men of peace. We 
more earnestly than anybody else de- 
sire peace on earth and good will 
among men. When peace is finally 
established for all time, the happiest 
man will be the professional soldier.” 

Tribute To Chaplains. 

Colonel] Axton paid a high tribute 
to the service and sacrifice of 3.500 
chaplains, many of whom lost their 
lives in the recent world war. Along- 
side Colonel Axton on the platform 
at the closing session of the conven- 
tion were Navy Chaplain Chief Ivan

The charge made by C. C. Morri- 
son, of Chicago, last Saturday on the 
floor of the convention, that chaplains 
of the reserve corps havé been “hand- 
cuffed” and that pastors, properly ac- 
credited by their denominational com- 
mittees, have been refused commis- 
sions in the reserve corps because they 
“claim liberty of speech and action 
as citizens’ was denied bg the chap- 
lains themselves. It was pointed out 
that on the very occasion when the 
question was raised, the decision was 
in favor of the “chaplain’s assertions 
of his rights.” 

It was also reported that Secretary 
of War Weeks had issued a state- 
ment that “it is not and never has 
been the policy of the war department 
to prevent in any manner a reserve 
chaplain from expressing his views 
or to limit his activities.” And it 
was further explained that all chap- 
lains are required to have the ap- 
proval of official committees of their 
respective denominations. ‘ 

It was urged that provision be made 
that “every soldier and railor shall 
have a pastor to whom he may look 
for ready help.”” The chaplains are 
called on “to seek every constructive 
way by which the world may secure 
justice without wer.” 

A long and heated debate followed 
on the floor of the convention, after 
which the entire matter of the chap- 
lains was referred to a special com- 
mittee, wiich is to make its report 
in twelve months. 

“Message of Churches.” 

The “message of the Churches of 
America,” authorized as one of the 
last details of business, was pre- 
sented by the council. Keferring to 
prohibition, the message said: 

“The present-day duty of the mo- 
ral citizenship of the nation is: 

“(1) To magnify the value of the 
principle of total abstinence, and 
the obligation ugon law-abiding citi- 
zens to practice the same. 

“(2) To make unmistakably clear 
to both the lawless sellers and the 
lawless buyers of intoxicants that 
the liquor traffic has heen perma- 
nently outlawed in the United States 
as the enemy of society: and 

“(3) To urge upon local, state and 
federal governments to co-operate 
with increased vigor against the pres- 
ent organized resistance to the pro- 
hibition law until as adequate en- 
forcement of that law has been s«e- 
cured as of any other social legisla- 
tion.”

* The most notable benefaction ever 
bestowed by a southern man is that 
of J. B. Duke in giving for educa- 
ional and religious purposes in 
Borth and South Carolina a sum 
which, starting with $40,000,000, 
will in a comparatively few years 
amount to $80,000,000. 

' This is one of the most notable 
philanthropic gifts ever made, either 
tn this or in other country, and it 
is a wonderful tribute to the head 
and to the heart of this great south- 
ern captain of industry, who, taking 
hold of a small tobacco business or- 
ganized by his father, the late Wash- 
ington Duke, created out of it the 
American Tobacco company and 
made it one of the greatest business 
institutions in the world. 

’ As a tribute to his father’s mem- 
ory he gives $6,000,000 to Trinity 
college, located at Durham, N. C,, 
the only provision being that its 
name be changed to Duke university 
as a lasting memorial to his father. 
With the accretions provided for 
this $6,000,000 will in time become 
$10,000,000, or $12,000,000.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


EXERCISE AND ENLARGED 
VEINS, 
From what I have said in recent 
talks about the relation of slouchy 
posture and the lack of physica] train- 


ing to varicose veins in general and 


piles in particular, it must be evident 
that exercise may be of some value 
in the prevention and cure of a vari- 
cose cendition of the veins in any 
situation. Although proper exercise 
has such value, individuals afflicted 
with any such vyaricosity should re- 
member that rest is often the more 
important need for the time being. 
There are several acute contingencies 
or “complications” of this state of en- 
largement of the veins which impera- 
tively demand absolute rest. On the 
other hand, in the majority of cases in 
the intervals of “attacks” a proper 
regimen of general exercise is the bet- 
ter policy. 

Persons subject to varicose veins in 
the legs are usually afflicted with a 
complication of Billings complaint. 
They know that an important cause is 
“being on the feet so much.” Here I 
pause and briefly run over all I have 
said in the preceding talks about piles, 
especially the allusions to the valveless 
condition of the veins affected. the 
sedentary habit of the race, the evolu- 
tionary congestion incident to man’s 


have contributed thereby to the mis- 
apprehension about “being too much 
on the feet.” But if you remember, 
I held up a tame rabbit, which sue- 
cumbed in 12 hours, and then a wild 
one which endured the vertical pos- 
ture for three days. The wild rabbit 
is ordinarily as much on his feet as 
the tame one. Now what is wrong 
here? Why. I have already given the 
diagnosis—Billings complaint. You see 
so few of us study physiology. 

Here is a ewiteh wide open, and 
we've got to take it. Whv shouldn't 
every child be taught. the rudiments of 
human anatomy and human. physiol- 
ogy along with reading, geography and 
Cicero. How come this strange de- 
termination .of “educated” people to 
remain in childish ignorance of then. 
selves?

thing that pertains to “innards?” Why 
do the educational authorities offer so 
much active and passive resistance to 
the establishment of physical educa- 
tion in the schools? I don’t know the 
answers to these questions. 

The whole problem is a dark mys- 
tery to me. I can’t conceive why 
man is not the proper study of man- 
kind. There is no subject taught in 
elementary or high school that would 
be of greater value, intellectually and 


practically, than a reasonable outline | 


of human anatomy and a faithful 
presentation of physiology coordinated 
with it. If the school requirements 
in the subject of mathematics, for 
instance, were as eusy or as indefinite 
as they are in the subject of “physi- 
ology and hygiene,” pupils could have

examples. The so-called “physiology 
and hygiene” which is now taught in

BRITAIN TO PROCEED 
WITH NAVAL BASE. 

London, December J.—(By the As- 

sociated Press.) —King George opened 
parliament -in state today with a 
speech from the throne full of pro- 
nouncements on foreign and domestic 
affairs. 
Beginning with the declaration thet 
ritish relations with foreign powers 
continued friendly, the king pointed 
out that Egypt had accepted Great 
Britain’s demands for redress follow- 
ing the campaign of hostility against 
British interests in Egypt and the 
Sudan culminating in the murder of 
the sirdar. 


The king said the government was 
unable to recommend parliamentary 
consideration of the soviet treaties, 
but he desired that “normal inter- 
course between the two countries shill] 
not be interrupted.” He said the gov- 
ernment proposed to proceed with the 
naval base at Singapore. 


The labor party today decided to |

regarding the government's policy in 
Egypt and toward Russia. 

G. R. Ellis, conservative, moved 
that an address be presented to the 
king thanking him for his speech. 

Debate on this address will extend 
to Wednesday of next week but will 
be interrupted tomorrow night so that 
Thursday and Friday may be devoted 
to the passage of necessary legisla- 
tion. On December 19 a motion for 
adjournment of parliament till Feb- 
ruary 10 will be put. 

The king expressed his deep inter- 
est in the important deliberation of 
the league of nations, mentioning the 
visit to Rome of Foreign Secretary 
Chamberlain and said the British and 
Dominion governments had not yet 
had time to complete their study of 


the arbitration protocol which they 
were examining. 
The king announced that invita- 


tions had heen accepted for the Prince 
of Wales to visit Argentina next year.

Africa.

tie that broke the Athletics, one of 
the most famous games in history. 
The Hit of 1907. 

Going further into the matter that 
gzme was snatched from Philadelphia 
in the ninth inning on a home run 
by Ty Cobb and that hojne run stood 
out as the most important hit of the 
season of 1907. But that home run 
was made possible because Cobb out- 
guessed the late “Rube” Waddell, a 
remarkable left-handed pitcher, illit- 
erate but cunning, with vast physical 
power and with all the stuff a pitch- 
er wants. He had just about every- 
thing and Connie Mack had sent him 
to the box that afternoon to stave oft 
the Detroit attack and give Philadel- 
phia the break that she needed to win 
the ehumpionship. 


How this game was snatched from 
Philadelphia, was later told by Wad- 
dell himself.
